The 
atest  peace  achievements  of 
atom  have  been  in  the  pre-' 
tion  of  enslavement  and  as  a 
tective  shield  for  the  free 
Irld.

mals, Mr.  Laurence  added. 

Then  the  Industrial  Revolution, 
in  the  1800’s,  brought  about  the 
use  of  energy  that  had  been  stor- 
ed up  in  wood,  coal,  oil,  plants 
and  even  water.  Even  so,  modern 
industrial  civilization  has  been 
limited  because  of  the  “haves 
and  have  nots”  in  sources  of  en- 
ergy, Mr.  Laurence  pointed  out. 

THIS  IS  where  atomic  energy 
fits  in  since  “99.98  percent  of  the 
energy  in  the  world  is  locked  up 
in  the  nuclei  of  the  atom,”  re- 
ported Mr.  Laurence. 

In  his  vision  of  the  future,  he 
feels  that  “we  shall  enter  and 
build  it.  We  shall  transform  this 
planet  into  a different  world.” 
There  will  be  a more  favorable 
environment,  more  intellect  and 
greater  life  expectancy  with 
greater  spirituality. 

The  “chances  to  develop  Intel, 
lectual,  spiritual  and  creative  a 
bilities”  will  be  outstanding,  he 
concluded. 


Am.  Shrimp  Boat  Attack 
Denied  by  Cuban  Govt. 

WASHINGTON  (UPI) — Cuba  Monday  denied  attacking 
an  American  shrimp  boat  last  week  and  made  new  charges 
of  U.S.  actions  against  Cuban  fishing  vessels. 

The  denial  was  made  in  a Cuban  Government  note  de- 
livered at  the  state  department  by  Chechoslovakian  Ambas- 
sador Milovan  Ruzek,  who  handles  Cuban  diplomatic  relations 
in  Washington. 


Ruzek  said  “the  Cuban  govern  - 
ment  says  there  was  no  attack. 
It  says  its  planes  were  searching 
for  two  other  boats  which  had 
been  taken  from  the  fishing  co- 
operative at  Cardinas.  During 
the  search  they  approached  the 
boat  and  flew  away.” 

The  U.S.  has  charged  that  the 
Cuban  Migs  fired  rockets  at  the 
shrimp  boat. 

State  Dept,  spokesman  Lincoln 
White  said  later  that  the  Cuban 
note  also  contained  “several  new 
trumped-up  charges”  that  the  U. 
S.  was  involved  in  “alleged  at- 
tacks” on  Cuban  fishing  vessels. 
Officials  said  these  were  similar 
to  past  charges  that  U.S.  “agents” 
helped  steal  Cuban  fishing  boats. 

White  said  the  State  Dept,  plans 
no  further  reply  and  that  the  in- 
cident is  closed  except  for  Pres. 
Kennedy’s  standing  orders  issued 
last  week  for  U.S.  armed  forces 
to  take  action  against  any  fur- 
ther attacks  on  American  ship- 
ping in  international  waters. 

The  note  was  in  reply  to  a for- 
mal U.S.  demand  for  a “prompt 
and  unequivocal  explanation”  of 
the  shrimp  boat  incident.

Send  Car 
Tax  Letter 


A letter  concerning  the  attitude 
of  the  Senate  during  this  present 
license  and  property  tax  issue 
will  be  sent  to  the  Speaker  of 
The  House,  President  of  the  Utah 
Senate,  and  the  Attorney  Gener- 
al. 

This  motion  was  passed  by  the 
senate  after  Ron  Peterson,  Univ- 
erse Editor,  explained  the  prob- 
lems concerned  in  the  issue. 

The  letter,  drafted  by  Senators 
Seeley,  Inouye,  and  Senate  Pres- 
ident Smith  will  inform  the  leg- 
islature as  to  the  feelings  and 
opinions  of  the  BYU  students.  It 
will  also  request  them  to  do  any. 
thing  they  can  in  behalf  of  the 
school. 

This  same  committee  will  also 
be  in  charge  of  circulating  and 
sending  a telegram  to  Chairman 
Gunther  thanking  him  for  his  in- 
terest and  attendance  at  BYU  to 
talk  with  the  students. 

In  other  action,  the  first  rough 
draft  of  the  new  constitution  was 
nresented  to  the  Senate.  During 
the  discussion,  it  was  brought  out 
by  Senator  Seeley  that  he  did  not 
think  it  would  be  possible  for  the 
appointed  administrative  officials 
to  attend  all  of  the  Executive 
Committc  meetings  without  it 
hindering  the  committee’s  overall 
effectiveness.  Senator  Inouye, 
however,  felt  that  here  at  BYU 
such  a program  could  be  worked. 


HARVEY  FLETCHER 

Physics  Prof. 

To  be  Hosted 
At  Devotional 

Harvey  Fletcher,  professor  em- 
eritus of  physics,  dean  emeritus 
of  College  of  Physical  and  Engi- 
neering Sciences  and  former  di- 
rector of  research  at  BYU,  will 
be  the  guest  speaker  at  the  10 
a.m.  Wednesday  Devotional  as- 
sembly in  the  Smith  Fieldhouse. 

Dr.  Fletcher  was  former  direc- 
tor of  physical  research  of  Bell 
Telephone  Laboratories  and  as- 
sociate with  Dr.  Robert  R.  Milli- 
kan in  the  discovery  of  the  atom- 
ic nature  of  electricity. 

DR.  FLETCHER  received  his 
bachelor  of  science  degree  in 
1907  at  BYU.  He  then  entered  the 
University  of  Chicago  where  he 
received  his  Ph.D.'  degree  in  1911. 

He  returned  to  BYU,  after  re- 
ceiving his  degree,  to  help  train 
some  of  the  state’s  leading  scien- 
tists: Wayne  B.  Hales,  Milton 
Marshall,  Joseph  Nichols  and  the 
late  Carl  F.  Eyring. 

Dr.  Fletcher  has  a number  of 
firsts  in  his  career  being  the  first 
member  of  Bell  Laboratories  to 
be  elected  president  of  the  Amer- 
ican Physical  Society  and  the  first 
to  introduce  the  group  audiome- 
ter to  school  rooms  to  test  the 
hearing  of  children.

ONE  OF  THE  most  popular  of  the  many  intra- 
■fnural- activities  held  during  the  year  is  paddleball,  both 
singles  and  doubles,  with  handball  almost  as  popular. 
This  semester  there  are  168  eiTtries  in  the  singles  com- 
petition and  120  aspirants  in  the  doubles.  In  addition 
there  were  129  handball  singles  participants,  with 
'doubles  coming  up  soon, 

PADDLEBALL  AND  HANDBALL  are  games  of 
speed  and  reaction,  but  most  important  is  timing  and 
EXPERIENCE.  There  is  no  substitute  for  good  old- 
; fashioned  practice  to  become  proficient  in  these  sports. 
Therefore  400  participants  must  practice  as  much  as 
possible  these  two  sports. 

THERE  ARE  TWO  courts  in  the  fieldhouse  which 
f can  be  used  for  either  paddleball  or  handball.  Now  these 
Htwo  courts  are  scheduled  every  hour  from  8:00  a.m.  to 
•^4:00  p.m.  daily  except  Friday.  From  4 until  6 the  courts 
are  reserved  for  faculty  members.  The  courts  are  then 
open  for  free  play  unless  of  course  one  of  the  MIA’s 
have  scheduled  it  for  an  official  activity.  They  take  top 
priority  after  faculty.  Next  in  line  are  the  missionaries 
' who  are  on  campus  and  they  get  the  courts  on  their 
diversion  day.  Then  there  are  persons  practicing  for  as- 
semblies, (mostly  dancers)  who  use  the  courts  to  prac- 
tice their  intricate  steps,  and  graceful  movements. 
Scheduled  intramural  matches  take  up  two  or  three  days 
a week.  If  the  fieldhouse  is  to  be  the  scene  of  a concert 
the  courts  are  naturally  used  as  a dressing  room  or  coat 
rack  room. 

All  the  rest  of  the  time,  the  courts  are  free  to  the 
400  participants  in  the  IM  events  to  practice.  They  also 
•lave  all  day  Friday  if  they  can  get  into  the  Intramural 
bffice  early  enough  Monday  morning  to  schedule  it. 
(They  are  usually  all  scheduled  by  8:05  since  a group 
of  four  playing  doubles  will  schedule  it  for  an  hour  in 
jach  person’s  name  thus  giving  them  the  court  for  4 
aours.) 

all  totaled,  the  available  court  time  for  these 
r greatly  encouraged  intramural  athletes  is  approximate- 
= *y  10  hours  a week.  That  equals  about  one  and  one-third 
minutes  per  player  per  week.  Needless  to  say  this  is  not 
ample  time  for  a player  to  attain  any  great  degree  of 
oroficiency  at  the  sports  in  question. 

Now,  let  us  examine  our  illustrious  faculty.  Since
